The Georgia delegation did not 
closely adhere to the caucus nomina- 
tions. Mr. Garfield fell twenty-six 
votes behind Hoar, who received the 
highest number. laessrs. Candler and 
N. E. Smith dropped Mr. Garheld and 
voted for Mr. McCrary, a conservative 
republican from Iowa; Messrs Cook 
and Hartridge dropped the same indi- 
vidual and voted for Mr. Foster, a re- 
publican from Ohio. Mr. Walling, oi 
Ohio, refused to vote for any of the 
republican nominees, and Mr. Carr, of 
Indiana, refused to vote at all. The 
latter is Mr. Kerr’s successor, 
and is a little the  stiffest 
democrat in congress. The 
democrats who voted for Mr. Garfield 
did so with great reluctance, the gen 
eral sentiment being, says one corres- 
pondent, that, after the manner in 
which be attacked the bill itself, it was 
displaying a redundancy of cheek for 
him to thrust himse!'f into the breach 
as a candidate. 


It seems that several ballots were 
taken on Tuesday for the fifth judge, 
each resulting in a tie. 
Field voted for David Davis, while 
Miller and Strong supported Bradlev. 
An adjournment was bad to ascertain 
whether Judge Davis would serve or 
not.

The 
fact is generaliy mentionedin support 
of his appointment that Florida and 
Louigiana areincluded in his circuit, 
and that he is familiar with the condi- 
tion of affairs in both of 
those badly-bulldozed states. It 
is therefore assured that bloody-shirt 
rhetoric will not have much effect upon 
him. The Louisville Courier-Journal! 
says that in point of ability and per 
sonal character he is the peer of any 
man on the supreme bench; and the 


Nashville American says: 

In times of high party excitement he con, 
seuted to remain in New Orleans, or within 
teach, for the determination of the Grant parish 
cases, pending before the district court. It was 
upon his disagreement with the partisan judge 
upon which thec se was certified to the supreme 
court and the decision reversed, and innocents 
almost the victims of a foul judicial and politi- 
cal conspiracy saved from punishment. He 
wrote the opinion declaring the unconstitution 
ality of the enforcement act, and was eo violent 
in d-nunciation of that iofamous partisan 
measure, that the judges who agreed with him 
would not concur uftil he had modifed its 
language though not its view of thelaw He 
coveurred in the c-lebrated Siaughter House 
e+e, which first detived the right of the states 
under the recent amendments te the constitu™ 
tion, and limited the operation of those amend- 
ments toa narrow cir le. He was appointed 
by Grant in 1873, when the supreme beneh was 
increased, ir order to have the legal tender ac; 
declared constitutional, This is the strongest 
circumstance against him, of which we are 
acquainted. 


The Philadelphia Times, an inde- 
pendent paper, furnishes the following 
sketch of the Pennsylvania judge on 
the commission : 

He was chosen to the thirtieth and thirty-first 
congresses by the democrats of Berks county, 
and in 1857 was elected to the supreme court of 
Pennsylvania by the same party; but his de- 
cisions given there for more than ten year: were 
gin -ularly free from partixan bis. In 1863 he 
separated from his democratic brethren of the 
court and decided the national conscription act 
constitutional, aud the same year he voted fer 
Curtin for goveruor against Judge Woodward 
his associate on the bench. In 1865 he sv-parated 
from the republican judges and joined the 
democratic judges in deciding the deserter 
disfranchising act of congress unconstitutional: 
He made no public declaration of his position 
in the presidential contest of 1864 between 
Lincola and McClellan, but he was regarded as 
a war democrat with republican sym vathies 
generally, and in 1868 having resisned from the 
bench, he quietly but avowedl, favored the 
election of Grant. That Judge S:rong will be 
wholly uureliable as the oracle of avy political 
pariy on the commission is quite true, and the 
same we believe to be true of every one on the 
bench.

So far as the Mackey legisia- 
ture _ia concerned, there is no 
such body in law.

—its existence unconstitutional. Its 
“laws” are illegal,and there is no 
doubt that the supreme court will de- 
clare the body a cipher. There 1s every 
prospect that even if the Chamberlain 
crowd are not thrown ont of power by 
due process of law, they will be starved 
out by the people, and, after all, the 
latter may be the true policy. The 
tax-payers are the people, and they are 
sovereign in the power of choosing 
iheirown rulers and in designating 
those whom they desire to serve them 
in an Official capacity. 


THE ATTORNHY-GENE: AL'S REPORT! 


The annnal report of this officer 
shows that the state freely indulges in 
the luxury of litigation. She sues and 
is sued. Nine old cases, left over from 
the previous year, and involving $201,- 
509, have been disposed of. The suit 
against John Rice was dismissed, and 
so was the one against M. C. Smith. 
Verdicts were obtained in the three 
suits respectively begun against N. P 
Hotchkiss, J. M. and J. U. Alexander, 
and Josiah Sherman as surety on N. P. 
Hotchkiss’ bond. The oiher four suits, 
that were ended during the past year, 
were tax cases against the Central rail- 
r,ad cbmpany aud its branches. 

There are five suits pending against 
the state, ali growing out of the State 
road muddle. Stepp claims $100; Mc- 
Daniel & Strong $9,000; Foster Blodgett, 
$24 229; the Elliott National bank of 
Massachusetts, $20,137 an! J. Nelson 
Tappan, trustee of H. Clews & Co., 
$32,912. All of these cases were brought 
in Chattanooga, except McDaniel & 
Strong’s which is pending in the 
supreme court of this state. The euite 
brought by the Massachusetts bank and 
Ly Clews’ trustee reiate to “The Ten- 
nessee Car Company” swindle. Mr. 
Blodgett claims that he paid two State- 
road notes, which with interest make 
up his claim, 

The state is plaintiff in the following 
pending cases: West Point railroad, 
$1,800; Sonth Carolina railroad, $2,662 
Georgia railroad, $2,709; Scofield roll- 
ing mill company, $56,000; Jones, 
treasurer, &c., $200.000, Jones, treas- 
urer, &c., $200,000; various railroad 
companies, $129,758, and De Graffen- 
reid, $600. The four first pamed relate 
to the state road —that fruitful source of 
old litigation and trouble. The report 
contains no new information in rela- 
tion to the suits against ex-Treasurer 
Jones. They are pending, and, in the 
woris of the attorney general, “are too 
important to be hurried.” The suits 
against. the ‘‘various railroad compa- 
nies” are tax cases. 

Col. Hammond discusses at som? 
length the case of William O’Grady for 
the killing of John Emo- 
ry, in Giimer county. O'Grady, 
a3 principal, and E. P. Wells and F. 
Newman, as accessories, were charged 
with murder. They were United 
States soldiers, serving as a quasi posse 
for certain United States deputy mar- 
shals and revenue officers, who were 
making arrests and seizures for the al- 
leged violations of the revenue laws of 
the United States. For that reason 
they sued out habeas corpus cum causa, 
t» remove the trial into the United 
S:ates ,court, under sections 643, efc., 
of the revised statutes of the United 
States, being the ‘foree bill” of 
1833, as amended. The  attor- 
ney general successfully resisted 
the application for the time, because 
no indictment had been found against 
them. They were remanded to jail. 
Subsequently an ind:ctment was found. 
Newman and Wells were bailed, and 
the esse was removed to the United 
States court. In October last, O’Grady 
was put upon trial and acquitted. 
Thereupon the attorney general nolle- 
prossed the bili as to Wells and New- 
man, with the consent of the prosecu- 
tor. even 

He adds: “But the case presented 
some practical questions which need 
the attention of the general assembly, 
and perhajs of the congress of the 
United States. The constitutionality 
of this legislation has been, long ago, 
sustained upon the ground that it is 
necessary that the United ‘tates’ own 
courts shall have authority to decide, 
when its officers, engaged in executing 
a United States process, etc., are 
charged with violating state laws, 
whether they are guilty,in order to 
secure efficiency in the execution of its 
laws. Toey- are, therefore, empowered 
so to decide and punish according to 
the state laws.

In plain language the Georgia raiiroad is ac- 
cused of having carried on the bulk of the busi.

todo. Sev: ral of the railroads arein for large 
amounts, but Judge King holds that he has 
already escaped getting into the “nine 
hole,”’ and ithit, should he pay over this mouey 
earned in the maiu by the pool, it must surely 
go down under the buli-dozing lash.

Thence, hen the pool wis organizing for the 
spring campaign the Air-Line concluded 
to stand upon its rights, and 
throngh Co), Jno.

SCGAR IN THE BOWL. 


This determ'nation caused a profound sensa- 
tion among the poolites and led tw the old tricks 
of the bulliozers. They threatened to ostracise 
the Air-Line and cut it off from all business and 
affiliation, declaring that the pool roads won!ld 
make no through connectionsefor freight or 
passage with the Air Line road ;

matter affirm that the Air Line's position makes 
it really the keyof the pool arch,and being 
withdrawn the crumbling of the whole structure 
would be only a question oftime The natura!

the Air Line, in a fair competitive fight, could 
draw to itself the bulk of the p.blic patronage
